Harbin, M anchuria (/P) —En­ 
couraged by the success of 500 
form er 
Japanese 
soldiers who 
who have settled at Chamasu, 
north of Harbin, the Japanese 
government on June 23 will send 
another group of 500 ex -arm y 
men to colonize an area of 100 
miles northeast of here on the 
Sungari river. 
Members of the second emi­ 
grant group are receiving special 
training for their new vocations 
as farm ers and* artisans before 
sailing from Japan. 
Only Japanese men with few 
or no family ties, able to endure 
hardships, 
free 
from 
radical 
tendencies, and below 35 y ears 
of age, are elibible as settlers in 
the new colonies. 
It is hoped these new com­ 
m unities will form the nuclei of 
large future settlem ents of Jap­ 
anese in M anchuria. 
All the new colonists will be 
armed so as to cope with Chi­ 
nese brigands, with which M an­ 
churia is infested. 
Heretofore the Japanese have 
been reluctant to 
leave 
the 
homeland for M anchuria. 
Be­ 
sides 
the 
danger of 
bandits, 
there were the rigors of the cli­ 
mate, the lack of comforts, the 
isolation and the apparent im ­ 
possibility of competing with the 
cheap Chinese coolie labor. 
But with the gradual suppres-. 
pression of banditry , and with 
direct m aterial aid from the 
home 
government, 
Japanese 
settlers 
have 
shown

readiness to try a new life.
